&c. Compare this with 2 Xin.24.15,16,8 17,verſes, 
and there'you ſhall find that this King Fehojatin, the 
King of Fu44%, was carried away to Babylon in the 
eiglith year'of his Reign, and the King of Babylon 
made AM:ttaniah his Fathers Brother King in his 
ſtead, and changed his name to-Zedekiah : infomuch 


that by theſe ne .Scripture it evidently appears, 


that Ezzkje/ began to. prophecy-much upon the midit 
of King Zeackiah's Reign-, for-he reigned eleven 
years. For by that you ſee, that the fitth of Fehoia- 
kz#'s Captivity muſt be the fifth of Zedekiah's Reign, 
The Text calls this time, 1n#iquitas Termini, by. an E- 
wallage, forTerminns Iniquitatis, when Iniquity ſhall 
haveanend , that is, now is the time come that all 
the revolt, and back-ftidings of Fadeh and Fersſalem 
by Idolatry, Blood-ſhed, and Prophaneneſs, is come 
to remembrance, and it ſhall now end in Zedekiat's 
days, who ſhall with the people be carried Captive 
unto Boon, - | 
2. The Cauſes wherefore this Sentence was de- 
nounc'd are twofold , the firſt, is the proyocations of 
the people moving and incenſing Gods wrath againſt

was the Inſtrumental Cauſe of their Captivity , to 
whoſe hands God delivered them up : In the 23. ver. 
it is, Te ſhall be taken with the hand , and in. the 11th 
ver, before the Text, it 1s call'd, The Hand of the 
Sheer, andin the 9th and roth verſes it is ſet forth 
with much fiercenels, 4 Sword, 4 Sword is ſharpned, 
and alſo farbiſhed, it ts furbiſhed fo make a ſore ſlaugh- 
ter: by this Sword ſharpned and furbiſhed, being an 
evident ſign of Gods Wrath , is ſignified, that he.

was to bear the iniquity of the people for 350 days,

This was fulfilled, you ſhall ſee that Vetuzaradan, 
Captain of the Guard, a Servant of the King of Ba- 
bylon, came to Feruſalem, and burnt the Houle of the 
Lord, and the Houle of the King, and all the Houſes 
of Feruſalem, and every Great Mans Houle burnt he 


with fire, and broke the Walls of Feruſa/em round a- 


bour, and carried the reſt of the ny 6 7s And 
although by the Edie of Cyr they had Laws after 
the City and the Temple was rebuilt, - yet all was but 
ſlender and unſtable, as by the Hiſtory of Nehemiah 
and Eſr4h doth appear ; and fince Chriſt came,whom
